Before and Successfully 
Lands on 


British Soil—Trip Made In Teoth of 
Strong Westerly Wind and Despite 


Warnings of People at Calais 


Deal, Eng., Aug. 18.—It has been 


reserved for an American citizen to 
perform one of the most daring feats 
in the history of aviation. 


John II. .Moissant of Chicago flew 


across 
the 
English 
channel 
from 


Calais to Tilmanst.one, with a pas- 
senger, and by tills 
feat far sur- 


passed the feats of IJlerlot, De Les- 
seps and the unfortunate English avia- 
Jor, Rolls,, who later met his death at 
Bournemouth. 


The two-man flight from France .to 


England was the moot astonishing, as 
it was only a month ago that Moissant 
learned to fly, and he had made so 
few flights and was so little known 
among air men that even his nation- 
ality was not disclosed. 


He was reputed to be a Spaniard, 


and only when he landed in England 
yesterday was It revealed that he was 
a young architect from Chicago. 


To make the feat more surprising 


Moisfiant was totally ignorant of the 
geography of his course. 
He had 


never been In England, and was 
obliged to rely entirely on the com- 
pass, while the crossing of the chan- 
nel was accomplished in the teeth of 
a strong westerly wind. 


The channel flight was an Incident 


in the aerial voyage from Paris to 
London. 
Moissant left Issy Tuesday 


In company with Hubert Latham, and 
reached 
Amiens 
In 
two ' hours. 


Latham's aeroplane was wrecked, and 
on 
Thursday 
Moissant, 
leaving 


Amiens, headed for Calais. 


His mechanician, Albert Fileaux, 


who had accompanied him across the 
country, but-who had never been in 
an aeroplane before, got Into the ma- 
chine with Moissant and the motor 
was set in motion for the dash across 
the channel. 


Thousands who had 
gathered 
to 


watch the daring aviator were amazed. 
and urged him not to make the at- 
tempt In the half gale that was blow- 
Ing. 


Moissant cared 
nothing for 
the 


warnings of (he people, and even the 
fact that there was no torpedo boat 
to follow In his wahc, but only a slow- 
goiuK tug, did not deter him. 
He 


made the trip in thirty-seven min- 
utes. 


When he descended his eyes were 


bloodshot and greatly Inflamed, 
as 


a result of the heavy rainstorm into 
which they drove 0:1 approaching the 
English coast. 
The hlgli wind bca 


the rain into the faces of the men like 
hall, and almost blinded them. 


An average height of between 300 


and 100 feet was maintained over the 
water. 
The aviator expected to land 


at Dover, but was forced by te wind 
a few miles north and made the coast 
near Deal. 


The cold was intense and both Mois- 


sant and his mechanician were be- 
numbed. Moissant seemed to take bis 
monumental feat as though it were 
merely a dally occurrence. 


Asked how he came to attempt such 


a flight as that from Paris to London 
Moissant said that the idea hnd beer 
discussed In aviation circles in Paris, 


nd bad been generally regarded as an 
Impossibility. 
He 
scoffed 
at 
this 


notion and declared that not oni> 
would he attempt it himself, hut he 
would also carry a passenger. He was 
iiirprlscd to hear that Latham hat 
started on the flight, but determined 
to follow him in spite of Latham's 
big advantage 


Moissant is 35 years of age. 
He 


first visited Paris some mouths ago 
and became interested in the study o 
aviation. 
He 
had 
two 
machines 


built after his own designs, and found 
the subject so fascinating that he de 
termlned to become a practical ai 
man. 


His flight yesterday was made in : 


Bleriot machine, which weighs abou 
400 pounds. He himself weighs ahou 
150 pounds and his mechanician 1S2 
so that the total weight amounted ti 
nearly 1150 pounds.

28 inches; 1883 very dry 
year, 


22 inches; 1900, 44 inches; 
1907, 20 


inches; 1908. 37 inches, and 1909 34 
inches. These records are for 
the 


date of August 1 of each year and 
compare for the record for this year 
of ten and three fourths inches. 


The present condition Is not reach- 


ed in the late fall of dry years. The 
Locks and Canals Company attributes 
the situation to the two dry years of- 
190S 
and 1909 and the lack of suffici- 


ent snow last spring to offset this. The 
lack of water is now expected to cause 
considerable 
inconvenience to the 


manufacturing cities along the river. 


Lake Winnipiseogee is already dis- 


commoded by the low water the stea- 
mers finding rocks thew never knew 
existed and the cottagers being able 
to make regular landings with their 
boats.
